“The Viceroy believes this folly 
is due directly to internal events in Afghanistan'and also has reason

the long-delayed fruits of the efforts of friends of Germany and 
Abdul. who failed in his endeavour to seduce the loyalty of the late 
Amir, The Viceroy holds evidence showing thatthe Amir excuses 
his' treachery, by pretending that India is in a state of 
revolution which will react.on ‘Afghanistan.

At the same time the 
demand for imports of manufac- 
tured goods of all kinds is 
unlimited. The Soviet national- 
ized industries, which were to 
make the country independent 
of” foreign capitalise 
manufacturers, ere in greater 
trouble than ever.. The Gov- 
ernment -has, indeed, taken new 
measures to compel citizens to 
work and has impressed as 
“black labourers” (such is the 
Russian’ term) the hated bour- 
geoisie, but these measures do not 
mean that there is a lack of labour 
and enough work for all.. On'the 
contrary. The Moscow provincial 
Soviet is paying doles totalling 
108,000,000 roubles a month to 
Bolshevik workmen whose fac-, 
tories and workshops ere clos 
from want of raw material, bu 
who refuse to move to centres 
where labour is needed. Hence 
the local conscription of’ the 
bourgeoisie. “In Petrograd in 
mid-December 10,000 persons 
were without work out of a 
total population variously 
estimated between 800,000 and 
1,200,000. ..In. Moscow the 
unemployed then ° number- 
ed only 60,000, but in the six 
surrounding provinces. nearly 
306,000, men.were without work. 
Not only against the unemploy- 
ed “bourgeoisie” is rigour being 
shown, but also, though less 
systematically, against, the pro- 
letariat, Where the Govern= 
ment of People’s Commissaries 
feels strong enough it refuses 
bread and clothin g cards to 
unemployed ‘ men who refuse 
to move to centres of work, and it 
has even arrested such. offenders, 
and threatened to send them for 
trial on the elastic. charge of 
“sabotage” by ‘the Commission 
for Combating Counter-Revolu-' 
tio#, Speculation, and’ Sabotage.
